Allowable Claims 

2. Claims 1-1 1 , 29 and 31 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-11, 
29, and 30 are allowed mainly due to an amendment to claims that emphasizes the 
method of making the claimed process, and showing in the instant specification on page 
16, Table 1 that T-die cast method of forming the film effects the properties of the film 
and unexpectedly produces the film with significantly increased anisotropy in the 
longitudinal or transverse direction, which is unobvious physico-mechanical property for 
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resin compositions containing an ethylene/tmethlacrylic acid/methacrylic acid ester 
terpolymer. That the presently claimed film obtained by the presently claimed method 
withstands a particular stress range in a machine direction as opposed to a longitudinal 
or transverse direction, which is a physical manifestation of the particular molecular 
arrangement of the presently claimed film, affected by the method of its making. 

No other prior art that anticipates or suggests fairly the instant claims has been 
located as of the date of this Office Action. Therefore, claims 1-11, 29, and 30 are 
allowed over the prior art of record.
